RIGHT  RELATIONSHIPS

Ruth  Schmoe  ( 13434  40th,  N.E.,  Seattle  55, 
Wash.)  is  a member  of  University  Monthly  Meeting, 
now  serving  as  clerk  of  the  Yearly  Meeting.  Last  spring 
and  summer  she  and  Floyd  Schmoe  spent  three  months 
in  Korea  as  leaders  of  the  projects  sponsored  by  “Houses 
tor  Korea,”  a reorganization  and  enlargement  of  the 
work  of  “Houses  for  Hiroshima,”  organized  by  Floyd 
Schmoe  after  the  dropping  of  the  atomic  bomb  on  Japan. 

When  Floyd  and  I arrived  in  Kumyangjang- 
ni,  Korea,  last  spring,  we  found  beautiful  green 
hills  with  valleys  crowded  with  rice  paddies  and 
a kind  and  friendly  people.  This  market  town, 
with  its  38  surrounding  villages,  about  35  miles 
south  east  of  Seoul,  has  around  15,000  people. 

The  work  of  Houses  for  Korea  is  varied. 
There  is  a medical  clinic,  with  50  to  90  persons 
a day,  and  a visiting  nurse  service.  Two  milk 
kitchens  feed  about  500  daily  and  another  is 
being  built.  Health  and  hygiene  classes  are 
taught  in  the  public  school  by  our  Korean 
nurse.  There  are  two  English  classes,  and  motion 
pictures  on  health,  erosion  control,  forestry, 
malaria  control  and  cooperatives  go  to  the  vil- 
lages on  fair  evenings.  The  building  program 
includes  7 houses,  with  four  more  under  way, 
public  toilets  and  baths,  curbing  wells,  repairing 
irrigation  dams  and  building  roads,  as  well  as 
furnishing  materials  and  help  to  those  building 
their  own  houses.  There  is  a forest  nursery,  with 
50,000  Douglas  fir  seedlings.  Refugee  women 
are  being  trained  to  sew  and  weave.  The  team, 
and  students  from  the  University  of  Seoul  have 
made  an  economic  and  social  survey  and  have 
distributed  A.F.S.C.  and  Mennonite  clothing. 
Always  with  us  was  the  necessity  of  deciding 
what  to  undertake  on  the  basis  of  whether  it 
could  be  continued  by  the  people,  or  if  drop- 
ped, would  not  do  harm.  We  visited  the  Friends 
Unit  in  Kunsan;  it  was  a happy  decision  to  es- 
tablish a hospital  training  program,  for  the 
medical  needs  of  Korea  seem  almost  unsurmoun- 
table,  and  doctors  and  nurses  are  few.  All  of 
the  25  or  30  voluntary  agencies  in  Korea  co- 
operate. The  Mennonite  Central  Committee 
loaned  us  four  boys  to  help  during  the  summer. 

These  are  some  of  the  visible  aspects  of 
the  work.  Important  as  they  are  to  the  tragic 
needs  of  the  Korean  people,  and  to  us  who  are 
urged  to  do  something  about  them,  they  are 
to  me  the  outward  evidence  of  something  far 
more  essential  to  peace  and  which  we  all  need 
wherever  we  are  and  however  much  or  little 
we  have.  I am  convinced  that  true  service  has 
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its  foundations  in  the  field  of  right  relationships 
—our  relation  to  God  and  to  individual  persons. 
The  material  things  we  share  are  either  help 
or  hindrance  depending  upon  our  reliance  on 
a guidance  and  understanding  greater  than 
ourselves  which,  if  sought,  will  enlarge  our 
capacity  to  love,  even  the  “unlovable.’ 

I remember  particularly  one  of  my  last 
visits  with  the  weaver  women  at  the  refugee 
camp.  We  were  sitting  on  the  mud  floor  of  the 
dark  refugee  hut,  and  having  exhausted  all  the 
words  of  languages  foreign  to  us,  we  were 
silently  enjoying  just  being  together.  I realized 
that  there,  too,  as  well  as  in  a Quaker  meeting, 
was  a bridge  of  understanding  which  surmounts 
all  barriers.  It  was  a feeling  of  togetherness,  of 
accepting  and  being  accepted,  of  loving  and 
being  loved. 

After  seeing  Korea,  with  her  masses  of  poor, 
her  begging  and  neglected  orphans,  her  illnes- 
ses and  confusions,  one  despairs  of  ever  chang- 
ing things  much,  but  there  is  a great  urgency 
to  change  oneself.  It  is  obvious  that  I gained 
much  more  than  I was  able  to  give.  Perhaps 
this  is  true  of  many  of  us  and  one  of  the  reasons 
why  it  takes  so  long  to  establish  God’s  kingdom 
within  us.  There  is  a great  challenge  to  keep 
the  channels  unblocked  for  His  loving  spirit, 
to  live  more  habitually  in  His  presence. 

Three  months  was  so  short  a time  in  Korea. 
But  there  are  strong  friendship  ties— with  Jong 
Hi,  our  nurse,  Kim  si,  who  helped  with  the 
cooking,  the  women  at  the  refugee  camp,  the 
orphan  boy  who  lived  with  us,  the  school  boys 
who  begged  help  with  their  English  lessons 
almost  every  day,  the  little  girls  who  held  our 
hands  as  we  walked  along  the  dykes  of  the  rice 
paddies,  and  many  other  wonderful  people.  For 
these,  for  the  greater  understanding  of  the 
problem  which  the  Korean  people  face,  for  the 
sympathy  and  tenderness  I feel  for  them,  for 
the  greater  meaning  my  prayers  for  Korea  now 
have,  for  the  awakening  to  some  of  my  own 
needs,  and  for  you  who  have  helped  make  this 
experience  possible,  I am  deeply  grateful. 


STRONG  ENOUGH 

Let  us  remember  that  it  is  far  easier  to  love 
enemies  whom  we  have  never  seen,  who  live 
hundreds  of  miles  away,  than  our  next-door 
neighbor  whose  dog  or  radio  irritates  us.  The 
vertical  barriers  that  separate  country  from 
country  are  easier  to  break  through  than  the 
horizontal  barriers  that  separate  man  from  man 
in  the  same  citv;  barriers  between  those  of  dif- 
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ferent  races,  class  and  character.  When  one  has 
learned  to  recognize  a spark  of  God’s  spirit  in 
the  least  reputable  of  one’s  neighbors,  one  has 
more  power  to  drop  all  labels  and  to  work  for 
that  justice  which  must  underlie  the  making  of 
peace. 

The  only  way  to  get  strong  enough  to  keep 
at  it  is  to  practice  the  presence  of  God.  We 
have  to  force  ourselves  to  return  many  times  in 
a morning  from  worry  and  self-pity,  from  fear 
and  defeatism,  from  conceit  and  callousness,  to 
the  Unseen  Reality  of  the  Eternal. 

When  we  are  overtaken  in  a fault,  in  sin, 
in  a new  realization  of  our  own  pitiful  weakness 
and  hypocrisy,  we  do  not  grieve  over-much.  We 
lift  up  our  hearts  to  God  immediately  as  Brother 
Lawrence  advises,  not  delaying  a second,  and 
we  say:  “Lord,  I shall  always  go  on  doing  such 
and  such,  unless  I keep  closer  to  Thee.”  ...  In 
quietness  and  confidence  is  our  strength.  From 
now  on  we  re  committed  to  the  exciting,  dan- 
gerous but  never  dull  task  of  using  all  our  avail- 
able powers.  . We  accept  the  fact  that  most  of 
God’s  work  is  done  slowly,  remembering  how 
long  it  takes  Him  to  make  a tree.  Lots  of  His 
work  is  done  in  the  dark,  in  secret,  underground 
. . . Our  task  is  to  keep  sensitive  enough  to  be 
in  contact  with  God  daily,  to  practice  life  as  an 
art  . . . —Muriel  Lester

Forty-eight  adults  and  eleven  children  gathered 
at  La  Jolla  Friends  Meeting  on  October  17,  to  continue 
the  subject  discussed  at  last  Yearly  Meeting.  The  follow- 
ing Monthly  Meetings  were  well  represented:  Santa 
Monica,  Los  Angeles,  Orange  Grove,  Claremont,  River- 
side-Redlands,  Phoenix,  and  La  Jolla.  Santa  Barbara 
Friends  came  also,  and  William  and  Anna  James 
journeyed  from  Berkeley  to  give  us  their  experience 
from  College  Park  Quarterly  Meeting. 

After  meeting  for  worship,  enriched  by  the  vocal 
ministry  of  visiting  Friends,  and  picnic  lunch  during 
which  good  fellowship  was  enjoyed,  the  conference  was 
held  with  Eubanks  Carsner  acting  as  clerk  and  Joshua 
L.  Baily  as  recording  clerk.  The  sense  of  the  meeting 
was  clear,  indicating  felt  need  for  gatherings  between 
Yearly  Meetings.  Their  purpose  would  be  to  strengthen 
new  Meetings  by  spiritual  growth  and  fellowship,  to 
give  young  members  and  attenders  more  association  and 
fellowship  with  their  own  age  group  than  is  possible 
in  small  Meetings,  and  to  enable  those  Friends  who  do 
not  attend  Yearly  Meeting  to  meet  in  gatherings  of 
larger  groups.  It  seemed  best  to  start  with  a Half- 
Yearly  Meeting  around  the  first  of  1955  and  a represen- 
tative committee  from  interested  Meetings  was  ap- 
pointed to  plan  details.

I he  new  officers  for  the  coming  year  are  Kathleen 
Bell,  White  Rock,  B.C.,  clerk;  Hugh  Campbell 
Brown,  Vernon,  V.C.,  assistant  clerk;  Hazel  Moore, 
Vancouver,  B.C.,  treasurer.  The  next  meeting  will  be  in 
Vancouver,  April  16-17,  1955. 

The  Meeting  feels  greatly  concerned  about  the  dif- 
ficulties involved  in  the  de-segregation  of  races  in  many 
schools.  We  wish  to  encourage  all  who  are  assisting  in 
work  of  reconciliation  and  adjustment. 

We  are  interested  in  Alice  Franklin  Bryant’s  plan 
to  take  apologies  of  American  Christians  for  the  great 
harm  done  to  the  Japanese  people  by  the  hydrogen 
bomb  explosions.  Some  Friends  signed  her  statement, 
which  she  will  present  to  the  emperor  at  a private 
audience. 

In  the  evening  David  Hatch  of  Eugene,  gave  an 
interesting  talk,  with  slides  on  the  work  of  the  A.F.S.C. 
unit  in  Tepetlista,  Mexico.  The  campers  were  occupied 
with  construction  of  homes  and  other  buildings,  sanita- 
tion, vaccination,  and  the  furthering  of  bases  for  con- 
fidence and  fellowship.  He  showed  an  impressive  picture 
taken  as  the  unit  was  leaving,  when  the  entire  popula- 
tion came  to  bid  a reluctant  farewell. 

An  impressive  meeting  for  worship  was  held  Sun- 
day morning.  In  this  the  children  were  a definite  part. 
The  perfect  quiet  produced  a deep  feeling  of  oneness. 
We  thought  of  the  kindness  of  Eugene  Friends,  the  blue 
sky,  the  happy  voices  of  children,  the  leaves  falling 
like  patterns  on  the  pavement,  and  the  consciousness  of 
God’s  love  over  all.

PACIFIC  OAKS  FRIENDS  SCHOOL 

Pacific  Oaks  Friends  School  opened  its  tenth  year 
with  121  children  from  113  families  in  attendance.  Six 
of  these  families  and  approximately  one  third  of  the 
faculty  of  the  school,  are  members  or  regular  attenders 
at  Friends’  Meetings.  Many  others  are  occasional  at- 
tenders, or  have  shown  interest  in  Friends’  ways  and 
concerns. 

Full  time  students  in  Teacher  Education  number 
five  with  11  additional  coming  in  for  one  or  two  of 
Pacific  Oaks’  own  courses.  Full-time  students  integrate 
class  work  in  their  practice  each  morning  with  children 
in  the  nursery  school.  Classes  meet  afternoons  and  eve- 
nings. Three  of  the  program’s  courses  are  offered 
through  UCLA  Extension  by  Pacific  Oaks’  faculty  and 
are  attended  by  73  people. 

Administration  of  the  school  has  been  reorganized 
this  year.  Evangeline  Burgess  has  been  appointed  to 
the  newly  created  position  of  director  of  the  school, 
and  as  such  will  assume  direction  of  Teacher  Educa- 
tion. Hester  Wells  is  assistant  director  in  charge  of  the 
Nursery  School  and  Margaret  Witt,  administrative  as- 
sistant. Two  new  head  teachers  and  two  assistants  have 
filled  vacancies  on  the  staff.  Closer  integration  between 
the  Nursery  School  and  Teacher  Education  Programs 
is  one  of  the  current  aims  of  reorganization. 

Interpretation  of  school  program  and  purposes  is  to 
receive  major  emphasis  this  year.  Parent  Education, 
planned  jointly  by  Steering  Committee  and  staff,  reflects 
interests  of  the  participating  group.  Last  year  the 
subject  of  discipline  was  discussed  at  a series  of  morning 
coffees  and  evening  parent  assemblies.  This  year,  con- 
formity — how  it  relates  to  the  adult  world,  what  kind 
and  how  much  is  desirable  for  children,  and  its  effect 
on  the  personality  of  the  individual  — appears  to  be  a 
challenging  subject. 

A number  of  meetings  through  out  the  year  are 
planned  by  a committee  on  Community  Education.  Last 
year  a series  of  four  explored  “Feelings  about  People 
which  Affect  Education.”  A summer  meeting  led  by 
Drs.  Charles  and  Margaret  Lawrence  of  New  York  on 
“What  Happens  When  Segregation  Ends”  extended 
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this  interest  and  was  especially  applicable  to  our  present 
concerns. 

Two  meetings  this  fall,  led  by  Howard  Brinton, 
gave  us  inspirational  impetus  to  the  year  in  continuing 
the  development  of  total  school  program,  keeping  in 
mind  basic  principles  of  integrity,  the  worth  of  the 
individual,  harmony,  simplicity  and  the  value  of  build- 
ing a sense  of  community  in  all  school  relationships.

Several  times  in  the  last  few  years,  criticism  has 
been  leveled  at  the  Society  of  Friends  because  so  few 
of  our  members  are  acquainted  with  the  Bible.  From 
the  sixteenth  century  down  to  the  times  of  our  own 
parents,  Quakers  have  used  the  Bible  freely  in  their 
private  mediations  and  their  public  utterances.  But 
many  of  this  generation  of  Friends  seem  to  have  only 
a vague  idea  of  the  words  of  either  Old  or  New  Testa- 
ment, and  rare  indeed  is  the  person  who  can  quote 
passages  correctly  in  a meeting  for  worship. 

University  Meeting  in  Seattle  is  taking  an  unusual 
way  of  encouraging  its  members  to  familiarize  them- 
selves with  the  Bible.  In  its  friendly  and  informing  news 
bulletin,  issued  each  month,  there  is  one  page  of  sug- 
gestions for  meditations.  Ley  texts  are  given,  with 
suggestions  for  supplementary  and  related  readings. 
The  passages  are  carefully  chosen  for  stimulating  crea- 
tive thought  and  prayer.

After  an  absence  of  over  five  months,  we  are  again 
in  our  own  home,  having  driven  our  Jeep  station  wagon 
14470  miles  in  thirty  states,  the  District  of  Columbia, 
and  two  Canadian  provinces.  Margaret's  total  score  of 
beds  slept  in  was  64;  mine  was  one  more  because  in 
Indiana  our  car  axle  snapped.  There  were  other  car 
troubles,  but  no  collision  or  damage  to  ourselves  or 
any  one  else,  for  which  we  are  thankful!  Mechanical 
failures  oeeured  when  they  could  be  remedied  without 
serious  disarrangement  of  scheduled  engagements. 

We  attended  parts  of  six  Yearly  Meetings,  the  Mis- 
souri Valley  Friends  Conference,  and  the  Peace  Con- 
ference at  Bluffton.  Margaret  stopped  in  Kalamazoo 
to  attend  the  national  annual  meeting  of  the  Women’s 
International  League  for  Peace  and  Freedom,  and  I 
went  on  to  Toronto  to  a big  picnic  of  West  China  col- 
leagues. Althogether  we  met  with  62  groups  of  Friends 
and  addressed  three  meetings  of  non-Friends. 

Quakers  visited  included  all  types.  The  majority, 
however,  were  small  unprogrammed  meetings  of  Friends 
who  worship  together  because  of  the  concern  of  two 
or  three  families  who  act  as  spark  plugs  of  the  group. 
Such  meetings  demand  persons  of  exceptional  character; 
with  these  we  enjoyed  deep  fellowship.  Our  lives  have 
been  enriched  by  contact  with  all  these  devoted  Friends. 

These  small  meetings  constitute  a growing  edge 
of  advancing  Quakerism.  The  problems  are  strikingly 
similar.  Many  groups  are  inquiring  how  to  provide  care 
and  teaching  for  their  children  when  every  active 
adult  is  needed  in  the  meeting  for  worship.  Such  meet- 
ings depend  on  the  meaningful  participation  of  all. 

The  Friends  World  Committee  gave  valuable  sug- 
gestions as  to  what  meetings  might  profitably  be  visited 
and  in  some  cases  arranged  our  schedule.  In  Iowa  a 
somewhat  less  hurried  itinerary  gave  opportunity  for 
a number  of  house-to-house  visits  among  Friends.  For 
us  so  extended  a visitation  would  have  been  impossible 
without  the  generous  hospitality  of  dozens  of  Quaker 
families  whom  we  had  never  met  who  are  no  longer 
strangers,  but  valued  friends.

It  will  be  very  hard  for  the 
Stokeses  now,  because  they  are  alone,  and  there  are 
no  Friends  around.  Alan  is  teaching  at  the  Land  Grant 
College. 

On  July  17  I arrived  in  Calgary,  Alberta,  to  be 
welcomed  by  Bill  and  Cis  Hobson.  The  next  day  was 
Sunday,  and  members  and  attenders  all  came  in  the 
afternoon  for  a worship  hour  and  a buffet  supper.  The 
next  day  I made  the  trip  to  Edmonton  where  a vcr\ 
small  but  active  group  is  building  up  a meeting. 

After  a trip  to  Banff  and  Lake  Louise  with  the 
Hobsons,  I took  the  bus  for  Creston,  B.C..  where 
Sigurd  Askevold  was  waiting  for  me  and  took  me 
immediately  to  his  home  and  I had  2 hours  before  1 
had  to  take  the  bus  again.  Sigurd,  Imme  and  Kirsten

Sigurd  is  a teacher  in  the 
high  school  and  they  meet  with  Friends  around  Kootenay 
Lake. 

My  next  visit  was  with  Bobby  and  Dorothy  Brown 
at  Walkers  Landing,  and  though  I was  having  a touch 
of  flu,  I couldn’t  change  the  date  because  there  is  no 
way  to  notify  them,  and  they  were  expecting  me  with 
their  little  motor  boat.  After  a lovely  ride  along  the 
Kootenay  River,  about  2 hours,  they  took  me  to  their 
beautifully  located  home  overlooking  the  lake  bordered 
with  pine  trees. 

Since  only  once  a week  is  there  a boat  to  Argenta, 
I had  planned  my  whole  trip  around  this  fact.  Most 
of  the  Argenta  population  was  waiting  for  the  arrival 
of  the  boat,  welcoming  visitors  and  getting  the  mail. 
The  four  families  are  living  in  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
places  I have  seen;  they  seem  very  happy,  and  with 
the  new  school  building  part  of  their  difficulties  are 
solved.  Helen  Steevenson  now  has  her  Canadian 
teaching  license,  and  is  a full-time  teacher  and  a good 
one.  One  of  the  best  memories  I have  of  my  3 days  there 
was  the  worship  hour  on  Sunday  morning.  The  families 
and  the  children  (17  of  them)  meet  together,  first 
singing,  then  somebody  tells  a story,  and  then  a quiet 
period. 


I was  lucky  to  get  a ride  down  the  lake  with 
Elmore  Wolf,  and  had  another  lovely  day  with  the 
Browns,  this  time  feeling  fine.  My  next  stop  was  in 
Nelson,  where  I visited  with  Margaret  Boyd,  now 
Penner,  before  taking  the  night  bus  to  Vancouver. 

In  Vancouver  I stayed  with  Monica  Brown,  and 
after  meeting  on  Sunday  quite  a few  Friends  came  in 
the  afternoon  and  we  had  a deligthful  time  in  her 
garden.  Wednesday  I took  the  boat  for  Victoria,  where 
I spent  three  days  with  the  newest  member  of  the 
Meeting,  Patience  MacLean,  and  she  and  her  hus- 
band Tom  made  me  feel  very  much  at  home.  I visited 
several  members  in  their  homes  and  was  much  impres- 
sed with  their  clothing  project.  Before  going  on  to 
Seattle  I had  the  opportunity  of  seeing  the  beginning 
of  the  International  Seminar  on  Orcas  Island.  The  last 
three  days  before  Yearly  Meeting  I stayed  with  Royal 
and  Ada  Post,  who  took  me  around  and  made  me  much 
at  home.

We  went  to  the 
A.F.S.C.  Executive  Committee  meeting  in  Newberg, 
and  to  Willamette  Valley  Monthly  Meeting  at  the  home 
of  John  and  Beth  Prideaux  in  Lyons.  The  last  three 
days  I spent  in  Eugene,  with  Hal  and  Lois  Barton. 

After  two  months  I returned  to  Altadena  with  the 
feeling  that  I had  been  able  to  be  with  Friends  who  do 
not  get  very  many  visitors  and  who  are  anxious  to  be 
in  touch  with  Friends  I wish  to  close  this  report  with 
one  advice:  whoever  travels  amongst  Friends  should 
have  his  itinerary  ready  before  leaving  and  not  change 
the  dates.  I found  that,  since  they  knew  ahead  of  time 
when  I was  coming,  they  could  arrange  meetings  with 
members  and  others  interested.  When  not  traveling  by 
car,  one  can  know  the  exact  time  of  arrival.
